INTER-COUNTY BSTRUCTURE I8
DANGEROUS TO TRAVEL,

Polk Being Financislly Unable bo
Bear Its Portion of Burden, Fer-
ry Will OCaxrry Traflic,

As a result of the confarence here
on  Baturday <between the county
conrts of Marion and Polk ecounties
the inter-county bridge was elosed to
trafle on Sundey morning, A froe
puldie ferry will be established and
will take the place of the bridge lor
somme tme to come, a8 the outeome of
the conference revenled the Laet that
the present condition of Polk counly
finances will pol permil the vourt lo
expend its share in the erection of o
new steel span.  Low requires that
this county pay one-third of the to-
tal cost of construetion and another
law requires that tuxes cannot be in-
orensed more than 6 per cont over
either of the precoeding years, and
snell an inerense in the tax levy in
this country would not ereate n suf-
ficient amonnt to pay the county's
share of the new hridge. Another
bridge, therefore, will probably not he
built for severnl venrs.  Salem, which
owns one-ghird shure in the present
Wridge has been deprived by law of
the right to assist the counties in the
ereclion of another.

The elosing of the bridege is the di-
rect pesnlt of the report renders] to
Judge Teal last week by the state on-
gineer's offiee.  The judge and Pulk
county commissioners do not care to
be morally and legally linble for the
great entastrophe that might oeew
should teaffic continue over the unsafe
structure nnd the only thing for them
to do wns to order it closed. Judge
Teal expressed the opinmion that the
bridge eoulid be kept open under striet
teaffie regulations, but the commis-
gioners and the Marion eounty eoutt
voted to elose it to passage, Judge
Teal, Commissionersa Wells and Beek-
et of Polk eounty, Max Gehlhor and
Frank Gibson of fhe citizens joint
committes of Polk and Marion coun-
ties and Couneilman Cook and Hodel-
son of Salem, County Judge Bushey
and Commissioners Gounlet and Boeek-
with attended the joint conference
here on Baturday.

It is Judge Teal's opinion, and e
so expressed himself when he voted
agninst the proposition of elosing the
bridge to traffie, that the span i& not
in the condition that the ndvoeates of
the new bridge have made themselves
believe it is. The span was built 25
vears ago to earry a lowd of 1800
pounds to the foot and it was said at
that time that it would take at leas!
four times that weight lo overstrain
the bridge. In his report Engineer
Holmes said that it had deercased
from 5 to 20 per cent. At a maximum
devrease of 25 per cent the bridge
should atill be able to hold safely a
weight of 1350 pounds to the Fool
Ihiring state fair week the greatest
weights and the heaviest traffie that
ever orossed the inter-county bridge
used the strueture. It is freely adomt-
ted by all, ineluding Judge Teal, that
the bridge has practieally outlived
its nsefuloess and that it is deeidedly
out of date, but in view of the pres-
ent state of financial affairs in Polk
county some ean hardly see wherd
practically $84,000, or Polk ecounty's
third of the vost of a new bridge, is
to come from. It hins been sngoested

| Priends Sesking Flowers for Puneral
Are Bequested by '‘Deceased’’
to Make It Cigars.

Identified as a suieide by friends,
relatives and emplover and arrange-
iments mude for his buarial, L W,
Chiek suddenly appeared on the seene

visiting there last week a vyoung
man hing himself from a rafter in a|
eamfoct station in one of the Portland
purks.

readily identifiad the dead man as L.
W, Chiek. The authorities wired for
his mother in California and for his
sweethoart, Miss Florence Alexander,
in Spokane. [t was not until the lat-
ter arrived at Portland that there was
any doubt as to the identity of the
dead man. “‘I just ean’t beheve it is
(he,"" said Mise Alexander, and with-
in a very short time thereafter Chick
walked in and demanded sn explana-
tion.

The Rev. W, L. Molloy, who wns
pastte of the Dallas Methodist Epis-
copal chureh some years ugo, is now
living al the Patton home in Port-
land. The Rey, Mr. Molloy is s pi

the pulpit for 81 yenrs, In that time,
nedording lo a story that appesred re-
cently in a Portland newspaper, he
Irns built 12 ehnvehes, has lived and
preached in 13 different states and
served two und one-half vears in the
eivil war. The old gentleman is now
snperannuated and is enjoying the
peace and quietness of the old folks'
home while he treads the sundown
trail of life, earrying with him the
knowledge that he has done a man’s
work faithfully and well throughout
these many years.

Mr. Molloy was born in Kentueky,
September 26, 1832, and is now 83
years old, He entered the ministry
in the Methodist Churel South in
1865, when he was 22 old, When
the war broke out he joined the union
army and served two years, Entoring
the ministry again he found that he
wag considered 4 Yankee and at that
time did not feel at home in the Meth-
odist Chureh South, so became a
Methodist Episcopal minister, Be-
fore be entered the civil war he was
n missionary to the Cherokee Indians.
He spent many years preaching in
various states of the south and middle
west and was transferred to Oregon
in 1887, from Nashville, Tenn, In
Oregon he has preached in the follow.
ing towns: Dallus, MeMinnville, Ore-
gon Uiy, Brownsville and Lebanon.

Sixteen years ago he was relired
from the ministry and lived in Port-
land until his wife died three years
ngo., Bineo that time he has lived s
the Patton home, He says there was
one period of his ministry whiel he
tlways will remember. He was a pre-
siding elder in Texas for 156 yoars
after the eivil war. ““That was a
tough job'' iz the way he puts it. He
snys he oan still preach and although
be has no choreh he proaches wherev-
er he meets any one whom he thinks
needs religion. “‘T won"t be retired in
the oyes of God until He comes down
with a chariot and takes me away,”’
he said,

ACCIDENTS ARE MANY

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE
STATE COMMISSION ISSUED,

Of 4475 Accidents Reported to State
Industrial Accident Commission
in First Year 71 Are Fatal.

A fotal of 4475 neecidents were -
ported to the State Industeinl Aeei
dent commission in the year ending
June 30, 1013, und arve covered in Lho
first wonond report of the commission
Just iseqned by Commissioners W, A.
Murshall, Harvey Beekwith and Cavle:
Abrams.  Only 71 of this large num-
ber of secidents resulted fatally or
alightly more than one and .one-half
ver cent of the total. Of the non-
ntal enses many were very minor
injuries and  did not requird an ex-
penditure by the commission, while
others, also slight, required the pay-
ment of first ald costs, Some expen-
diture was requived on 3,600 enses
making dltogether $365,285.21, Of
this nmount $O1865.70 wis foi Arsk
nid mensures, Fatal sccidents are
most expensive for (he commission ns
burial vosts must nsually be paid in
ndidition to n pension which is det
aside for dependents. 1l pereen
of fatal aceidents to each 100 full-
fime workmen is 286, and the per-
cantage of permaneut disability to the
same tumber of full-time workers is
05, Tempovary disabilities to each
1,000 full-time workers is 124.85,

The average cost in reserves for
pensions in Latal eases where depen
dunts strvive is $4,807.31.
